Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded : 

On receipt of informatiem on the 20th November, 1989 that 
some extremists were hiding in sugarcane field near "Village 
Har Raj, District Ferozepur, Commandant of 14 Battalion. 
Border Security Force planned a combing/search operation 
to flush out the extremists. The police party wax divided into 
four groups. All the parties started search of sugarcane/ 
cotton fieldfci at about 0800 hours. .At about 1045 hours, two 
parties each under the command of one Sub-Inspector reached 
the sugarcane field near "Village Har Raj. which was quite 
big and could not be searched in one sweep by both the parties. 
As such both the parties formed whole strength in extended 
line and while cariying out search of sugarcane fields the 
party headed by Suh-lnspeclor Ishwar Singh was fired upon 
by the extremists, who were hiding in the field. The first 
burst of fire of the extremists hit Constable Ram Damodar, 
who was approaching and advancing towards them from one 
flank. In spite of bullet injuries and without caring for hi.s per¬ 
sonal safely. Constable Ram Damodar turned and after assess¬ 
ing the situation fired on the extremists with his 7.62mm SLR 
Rifle. He further advanced fowardis the extremists but one 
of the extremists fired another burst almost point blank 
which again hit Constable Ram Damodar. 


The other members of the parties joined Constable Rom 
Damodar and kept the efxtremists engaged by chasing (hem 
from field to field and ultimately succeeded in killing both 
the extremists. The bullet injuries to Constable Ram Damodar 
proved fatal and he died on the spot whUe fighting the armed 
extremists, almost single-handedly ttl ' ne stage, One of the 
dead extremists was later identified as Avtar Singh alias Tori 
hut the second extremist could not bo identified. 

Tn this encounter Shri Ram Damodar, Constable, display¬ 
ed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order. 

2, This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of Police Medal and consequently 
carries with it the special allowance admissible under nile
